A revolution was sure to be attempted 
after such a complete reversal of the 
policy of the past as was involved 
in the negociation of treaties with 
foreigners. That the revolution was 
either preceded or accompanied by 
au attempt to massacre the only for 
eignere within reach of tho patriotic 
party aud mob, is also in accordance 
with the spirit of politics in these and 
neighbouring latitudes. The friend 
ship of Chinese and Japanese—that is, 
the classes whom we meet in trade and 
who make profits by us—was only 
obtained to its present extent after 
much political travail and sorrow by 
the government and the ruling classes. 
‘The Japanese Government know w 
the outbreaks of their nobles and their 
followers against foreigners cost the 
Empire. Aud so far as our knowledge 
of the Coreaus goes they are as excln 
sive, and carry themselves towards the 
outside world with quite as haughty 
a demeanour, as distinguished the 
Japanese prince and swashbuckler of 
twenty-five years ago, They a1 id 
to have disliked the Chinese for ages 
quite as heartily as the conduct of the 
settlers at the ports opened to trade 
have recently made them hate the 
Japanese, They havo preserved their 
exolusiveness for centuries, though 
they have in their time boen compelled 
to accept the help of both their 
neighbours. Few, if any of them, oan 
kuow much more about foreigners 
than the tales which the Chinese 
may been told them for their own 
purposes. We may be certain that 
these stories were all of ono kind, 
and intended to teach the suspicions 
and timorous Corean that the men from 
over the sea meant to take their 
country from them. Accompanyiog 
these stories would be assurances of 
the everlasting love of the Emperor 
of China for bis dependant, aud the 
advice to rely on Chiuese support 
aloue, turning a deaf ear to Japanese 
and all other barbarians. “ Codlin of 
Peking is your friend, and not Short of 



































Tokio, London, or any other address,” 
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was no doubt the burden of mach 
advice tendered by the Obinese to the 
Corean Government. Notwithstanding 
that an outbreak intended to stop and 
probably reverse the recent policy of 
the Seoul statesmen was to be expected 
tho events of the last fortnight or three 
weeks in Corea seem to have taken 
every one concerned by surprise, The 
Japanese Embassy must have considered 
itself quite, safe; the Chinese may have 
had any inkling of what was about to 
take place, as their former plenipoten- 
tiary to Oorea had gone from there 
and paid a flying visit to Li Hang. 
chang in his retirement in Anhui. This 
however is mere surmise on our part, 
‘Tho King was taken by surprise, but 
this is aooording to usago wheu revolu- 
tions are attempted in the East, aud 
it is very likely that his soldiers or 
guards had been withdrawa from the 
neighbourhood of the palace. The iu- 
telligence which has reached us, is to the 
efieot thet the former King who made 
the treaties with foreigners bas been 
Asposed and that another reigns in his 
plage, The immediate onuse of the ont- 
‘bronk was that the soldiery in the Castle 
&t Beorl—numbering abont 5,500 men 
—hbad noi been paid since the first month 
of the Corean Calendar, probably March, 
with the exception of one month, which 
the King was induced to pay in June. 
This threw them into the arms of Dai 
In Kun the uaurper, who affected to 
sympathize with them, and by whose 
sdvioo they are supposed to have 
acted, Ho is said to have directed 
thom to attack the Japanese Legation 
and the residence of Bin Yei Yoku the 
Councillor, and to slaughter the resi- 
dents in all these places. Tho out- 
break took place on the 23rd ult. 
while Dai In Kun was at the palace. 
‘When he heard of it he recommended 
the King to withdraw to the head. 
quarters of the Royal Guards as tho 
palaco uo longer afforded him seourity. 
Thon he weut to the Queen, and was 
with her when the insurgents broke 
into tho palace yard calling for her. 
Upon this, Dai Iu Kun, says the report 
from which woe quote, advised Her 
‘Majesty to commit suicide rather than 
wait to be butchered, and handed to 
her a oup containing poison, ‘The 
poor lady gave half to the recently 
married Crown Princess, and both 
expived almost immediately. In tho 
meantime the King was at the bar- 
racks of the Royal Guards when Bin 
Yoi Yoku sought him and informed 
him of the course of events, The King 
is seid to him recommended his minister 
to set out for Japan aud seek aid there, 
bat it should be remembered that this 
comes from a Japanese newspaper. 
Tho King furtbor uttered some philo- 
sophical sentiments which are probably 
as true as his desiriug to rely on 
Japan, and seeing that all was lost, his 
Minister, when the barracks were 
attacked by the mob, rushed into the 
throng of his enemies and died aword 
in hand. Dai In Kun assumed charge 
of tho Government, and the King, or 





Inte King, apparently remains 
the barracks of the Royal Gaards, The 
Japanese Government are sending an 
expedition to Corea to demand redress 
for the injuries which their embassy 
has received. Ramour has it that the 
Chinese have determined to send ships 
and soldiers to support the Coreans 
against the Japanese, but we are iu- 
clined'to doubt these reports. Chiua 
does uot move so quickly, and 
is much more likely to try what 
can be effected by diplomacy be- 
fore resorting to a display of foros. 
Bat in the meantime Ma, who repre- 
sented China in Corea about the time 
the treaties were signed, has returned 
there with two monitors to support bis 
mission, whatever it may be. Whatever 
course China may determine to take 
there is from all we have beard too 
much reason to fear that a war with 
her would be enthusiastically received 
in Japan. It is said it would be wel- 
come to the Government. In China 
the arrogance of some of the officials 
and their hangers-on might lead them 
to support a policy which would drive 
a high-spirited nation like Japau into 
declaring war, but wo should hope that 
the counsels of the more pradent states- 
meu will prevail, the more especially as 
it is donbtfal if the efficiency of the 
Chinese army and navy has been 
suficiontly attained to make it certain 
that the great resources of this country 
would be available to cope against a 
thoronghly trained enemy, while the 
navy and army are in their present 
disorganized conditiou. But as yet 
nothing is known of the views of the 
Court at Peking on recent events in 
Corea.

determine from the Customs returns how 
the foreigu trade is distributed among the 
different nationalities, the report says that 
British tonnage in 1881 showed an increas

Regarding the trade betwoon Nagasaki 
and Corea the roport says :—In his Trade 
Report for 1879, Mr. Consul Troup pointed 
out that in the absence of a system of 
drawbacks on foreign goods oxported from 
Japan to Corea, the command of the mar- 
kot for imports to Corea would. probably 
bo lost to the Japanese porte and gained 
by Shanghai. ‘Two yoars’ experience have 
amply confirmed the correctness of this 
forecast, as the subjoined figures show :—

The principal staple of this trade is 
cotton manufactures, of which $291,948 
worth wore exported in 1879, being soven- 
eights of the total export trade of that 
year; in 1880 Cotton exports amounted 
only to $99,817, or less than three-fourths 
of the total value of exports ; and in 1881 
there was a still greater fall to $17,483, or 
loss than one-seventh of the total. ‘The 
import of Cotton manufactures i 
saki from foreign countri 
less by about eighty thousand dollars than 
in the previous year. The export of the 
same manufactures in the samo year from 
Nagasaki to Corea was less by the same 
amount. The causal connection between 
those two facts is obvious. Four thousand 
bales from Shanhai were transhipped 
at this port for Corea during the year.

‘THE RUSSO-CHINESE QUESTION. 

Tae romours which continually reach 
us respecting the unsettled state of 
affairs on the Russo-Chinese frontier, 
vague though they be, are not the less 
“disquieting. There soems to be a vory 
unsettled state of feeling, generally 
dpeaking, verywhere outside tho 
Bighteen Provinces.’ Kashgaria, Man- 
oburia, and Mongolia, are all said to 
be more or less infected with the 
prevailing uncasiness, and though there 
‘ia Hot, eo far, any indication of imme- 
@iate trouble, it is safe to opine that 
‘things aro likely to be worse before 
‘they aro better. This could scarcely 
bo othorwise in the case of any country 
‘Whiok bas Russia for noxt-door neigh- 
hour. China is still further embar- 
‘rassed on her south westerly frontier, 
and here the trouble looks as though 
it-might come more speedily than 
elsewhere, Even if the Government 
sicquissoes in the Frouch annexation of 
‘Tonquin, she will have a standing source 
of danger in the turbulency of Kuang-si 
and Yuunan—s state of things which 
Frarioe is not likely to condone; but 
here seoms no probability that China 
will acquiesce in the measures taken by 
Franoe, and wo already hear of euer- 
gotic ‘remonstrances having been ad. 
diréesed to the French Cabinet, through 
tho Marquis Tetng, from Peking. At 
present, however, we have to do with 
posse compen ns upon the Russinn 

yntier; and whatever may be said, 
it may bo taken as a fact that the 
Busi Government will not be slow 
to avail itself of any discontent that 
imay be manifesting itself in the three 
departments of the Empire that we 
have named. The respite gained by 
Ohina through tho diplomacy of Tséug 
‘Hon-yeh was, wo fear, only a respite ; 
ind shonld an opportunity arise for re- 
opening the dispute, Russia will stand 
aban advantage. This will be made 
in by a few well-known and authen- 
ticated facts respecting the position of 
Russia during tho late embroglio. 
4s soon as tho Chang Hou Troaty 
wes rejected, severity thousand men, 
of all arms, ond fully provided with 
stores, werd ordered to move on to 
the Chinese frontier, from Khokand 
to the Pacific. Twenty thonsand were 
to have been massed at Vladivostock, 
for ‘operations, presumably, on the 
Yangtezo or, as an alternative, the 
Peibo ; bat as Rassia was then with. 
ut-any light-draught vessels, the latter 
‘was almost ont of probability. Bat it 
is ascertained that, owing to the enor- 
mons difficulties of transport, the ex- 
tremes- of heat and cold, and the 
iiimionse length of marches, not one 
third of the forco was in position in 
the spring of 1881. It is even possible 
that, bad the dispute continued, Rassia 
would not have beon ready to attack 
‘Until the spring of 1882. The force at 
Viadivostock, although many men 
came out vid Suez by steamer, never 

















amounted to much over seven thousand 
mon ; the quantity of stores heaped up, 
however, was immense. The Chinese are 
wellaware that, hadan outbreak actually 
ocearred, the ball wonld have been 
opened in Mongolia by the Mongols, 
whose excitement at that ti 
intense. The only chance in favour 
of China would have been for her to 
have precipitated the event; but here 
she was powerless, for want of generale, 
Under the leadership of General Gor- 
don, bad she availed herself of his ser- 
vices, her troops might have done good 
work ; without such assistance, how- 
ever, the commencement of hostilities 
would have been fatal. If, on the 
other hand, Rassia could have deferred 
operations until she got her hosts into 
position, and a sufficient fleet of small 
craft with beavy gans, things might 
have gone ill with China, as a amashing 
and disintegrating blow could or would 
have been delivered by Admiral Lesoff- 
sky upon the Yanugtsze line. These con- 
jeratious are, we think, valuable as in- 
dications of a strategy which many even 
yet come into force some day. Of one 
thing at any rate China should bo now 
profoundly convinced ; and that is, that 
the chaotic army and navy systems sho 
at present boasts will not be of any 
use in warfare. What Chinese soldiers 
want is geuerals; generals who will 
lead, inspire confidence, and instil 
somothing like discipline into their

COREA AND JAPAN. 


Our Correspondent at Chefoo, whose 
letter we pablish elsewhere, appears to, 
be needlessly alarming himself al 
England’s nentrality, should the En; 
officers in command of the two Chinese 
monitors fight their ships agaiust the 
Japanese. In the event of war break. 
ing out between China and Japan, 
English officers, who might be in the 
service of either country, would be 
perfectly justified in continuing under 
the belligerent flags until the Queen 
had issued a proclamation of noutrality. 
If they served afterwards they would 
lose their British commissions, if they 
had not surrendered these before, The 
fact that some Englishmen held com- 
missions in the Chinese service during 
war would not be iu any way tanta- 
mount to England being at war with 
Japan, Many Englishmen served in 
the Tarkish army daring the last 
Rnsso-Turkish war, as they bad done 
in the Crimean war, just as for genera 
tions Englisbmen had fought in the 
Russian army and navy in the wars 
which the Czars and QOzarinas en- 
tered on during the Inst century. 
We do not kuow the position of the 
two English officers who are in com- 
mand of the Chinese monitors, whether 











they have been lent by their own 
Government to that of Peking, or have 





rotired from their national service, bat 
iu any case their presence in war time 
on board of Chinese vessels could 
scarcely be construed into England 
giving help to Obina against Japan. 
We are pretty much in the dark as to 
the events that followed the outbreak 
against the Japanese Embassy in 
Corea. In a paragraph which we pub- 
lished on Saturday it was stated that tho 
Japanese had intelligence tbat thero 
had been an insurrection against the 
late King, who bad been deposed and 
some of his party killed by the now 
King. Supposing this to be trae the 
Chinese diplomacy of which the ubi- 
quitous Ma bas been recently the most 
votive agent has utterly broken 
own, The old King of Corea aa- 
knowledged the suzerainty of Ohina, 
and concladed treaties with foreign 
powers, and for ove or both these 
departures from the traditional policy 
ot his country he has paid with his 
crown, The new King will, at all 
events, try to return to old ways, 
exolude foreiguers, aud leave the ques- 
tion of suzerninty in the hazy condition 
in which it was when the ingenuity of 
Li Hung-chang got it declared before 
all the world, Foreigners will thus 
have to wait a year or two before they 
oan reap tho advantages of trade in 
Corea. This is not likely to be any 
great loss to them. On the contrary, 
if in the meantime the Japanese 
thoroughly chastise the Corenus for the 
outrage they Intely committed on their 
minister, aud teach them, ina way that 
they will not readily forget, that a treaty 
‘once made must be observed, and that 
murderous attacks on foreiguora will 
bo punished with a strong baud, foreign 
merchants will go to the Oorean 
ports, when they are oponed to trade, 
under more favourable auspices. Io 
all probability a foreigner will then 
be able to settle at the Corean 
ports with as much safety as he can 
now repair to Yokohama or Kobe, Bat 
as regards diplomacy such a delay 
would be fatal to the Li Hang-chang 
hopes of establishing Chinese influence 
in Corea. If the King who acknow- 
lodged that bis stato is subject to 
China bas been deposed, it is highly 
improbable that bis successor will ra- 
peat tho declaration of suzerainty, 
Sach a declaration could only havo 
beon obtained when Japan, and possi- 
bly Russia, wore in ignorance that the 
Chinese were endeavouring to procure 
it. Had it beon known at Tokio that tho 
Corean King was, either of bis froo will, 
or under pressure, about to declare the 
suzerainty of his couutry to Chins, 
tho Japanese Cabinet would, wo may 
bo sure, have tried to prevont him. 
Now that there is a new king in Co- 
rea, who will have to make atonement 
to Japan for what has lately occurred, 
we should say that it is probable that 
part of it will bo the withdrawal of 
the admission made by the Inte King 
iu his letter to the President of the 
United States. So far as we oan seo, 














at present, raatters in Corea do not ap- 
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pear to be shaping themselves favour- 
ably ‘to Chinese diplomacy. On the 
contrary it looks as though Li Hang. 
chang were to have his trouble for 
niotbing, with perhaps tlie opportunity 
of auother diplomatic climb-down as 
little to the credit of the uation 
a tho conclusion of the Formosan 
difficulty. We sincerely hope that 
prudent counsels may prevail at Pe. 
king, and tht the energetic policy, of 
which Ma is regarded by some well 
inforined porsons as the agent, of course 
with the consent of Li Hung-chang, 
may be abandoned. Japan should be 
allowed to settle with Corea all the diffi- 
culties which the latter bas provoked, 
while Chinn and the foreign powors 
take care that the demands of Japan 
ate not pushed too far. An attempt 
ou the part of China at active inter. 
ference between the Japaneso and 
the Coreans might easily lend to re- 
enlta that would not be favonrable to 
this country, or leave ‘much in her 
dependency over which it would be 
worth while to claim suzerninty. 





THE CHINASE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


One of tho principal difficulties undor 
which tho interval administration of 
the Chinese Government is at present 
Inbouring, is tho block in the public 
forvice. ‘The provinces aro said to be 
swarming with tho long-suffering class 
of men known as ‘expectauts, men 
who bave passed their examinations 
and aro eager to procare posts, as well 
as those who, being already in office, 
are entitled to promotion. At present 
the number of these expeotants is 80 
great that all the avenues of advance. 
ment ate closed against thom, and we 
see Vicoroys aud Governors in all 
directions memorialising the Emperor 
upon the subject. All tell the same 
tale, Each ‘begs that no more appli- 
cauts for office may be sent into his 
neighbourhood. The last to memorialise 
is the Acting Viceroy of Chihli, who 
from all accounts bas quite enough to 
harass him without being ombarrassed 
with matters outside the sphere of his 
own datios. Indeed, the positiou of 
Chang Sha-shéng is not a very enviable 
‘one. Ho is uvpopular with the army, 
‘he bas made one or two blunders for 
which he has been complained of by 
the Consors and handed over to the 
Board for a penalty, by the Emperor, 
and is now waiting impatiently for the 
return of Li, which will be the signal 
of bis enfrauchisement. In his recent 
Momorial to the ‘Throne, the Acting 
Viceroy gives some interesting figures 
Fespecting the block in the Metropo- 
litan Proviuce, The total number of 
possible appointments—not vacancies, 
be it observed—is four hundred aud 
thirty-six; the nomber of expectants, 
fourteen hundred aud tev. For thirty- 
oue sub-prefectures and river-appoiut- 
ments there are aleady a hundred and 
twenty-six expectants: for nineteen Tac 
tai-ships, fifty-seven expectants ; for 
two hundred and forty-six minor ap- 





pointmeuts, uine hundred and seventy- 
two expectants; and so on in other 
cases. The proportion bas gone on in- 
creasing for years past, and now is 
very much greater than it was two 
years ago. It is clear that, when the 
number of appointments in all the 
provinces in China sre reckoned up, 
the namber of unemployed scholars 
will be found large enough to be alarm- 
ing. Iu the first place there is always 
an clement of danger wherever there 
is a large class of idle and discoutented 
persons, who from any cause whatever 
lave influence with the people. The 
class now in question consists of scho- 
lars, who from that very fact enjoy a 
certain amount of prestige. They are 
probably in most cases very poor, and 
have to live more or less by their wits, 
Some of them may make a precarious 
livelihood by writing inscriptions on 
fans and scrolls. for their wealthier 
neighbours, and sometimes providing 
competitors at the examinations with 
‘crib’ essays, to be passed off as ori- 
ginal compositions. No other walk in 
life is open to them. There are no 
professious in China, as with us, A 
youth in England may go into the 
Church if he pleases as a means of 
livelibood, bat uo young Chinaman 
of education would ever drenm of 
assuming ‘the yellow robe, or look. 
ing forward to his career in life within 
the walls of a Baddbist monastery. 
‘Trade is boueath his dignity if he comes 
of an official family ; there is no such 
profes nas law; what has he, then, 
to fall. back upon, bat the pablic 
service? ‘Then, again, daring such a 
block as exists at preseut, it is almost 
certain that promotion will go by 
purebase or favour, and not according 
to merit. Iudeed, it could scarcely be 
otherwise. And when at last the as- 
pirant gains the prize, and becomes tho 
proud incumbent of a post in which 
the salary is perbaps Tis. 400 a year 
aud bis expenses Tis, 2,000 per month, 
it is unnecessary to enquire whether be 
will not take fall advautage of the 
opportunity to recoup himself for his 
years of poverty aud patience. He 
must be judged by ociations and 
sarroandinga, and making 
ance for these it is not to be wondered 
atif he is not very particular about 
how he effects his object. Indeed when 
wo are able to raise a corner of the 
curtain and get a glimpse of what goes 
on bebind the scenes, we cease to feel 
surprise at the glaring corruptions 
which disfigare the Government service 
in China, ‘The system is based upon 
mistaken principles and is rotten 
thronghont. Until the public examina- 
tions are differently condacted and 
more avenues to prosperity receive the 
sanction of respectability, the now ovor- 
choked ranks of the public service will 
contain yenal and incompetent officials, 
id the Emperor be defrauded, as he 
is now every year, of an euormous per- 
centage of his just dues. 
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‘THE SHIPWRECKED AND DISTRESSED 
‘MARINERS’ SOCIETY. 

Tus mecting of the Shanghai Ship- 
wrecked aud Distressed Mariners’ 
Society held at the British Consulate 
last Monday week, calls, wo think, for 
some attention on the part of the public. 
‘There can be no doubt that in an im- 
portant shipping-place like Shanghai 
some orgauisation for the relief of those 
who have suffered loss through ship- 
wreck is, if not an absolute necessity, 
at least a highly desirable institution. 
Cases of undeniable hardship are con- 
stantly being brought to our notice. 
A few weeks ago we, published ‘in 
account of the sufferings and ‘adven- 
tures undergone by some of the crew 
of the brig Mary, who, after being 
knocked about from one place to 
another for several months, luckily 
mannaged.to get to Chefoo, where they 
were generously provided for snd sont 
on here, Within the last few days three 
ships have been lost in our waters, the 
Artemisia, the Empress, and the Jessie 
Burrill, the crews of which are said to be 
in a state of utter destitution. A sum of 
$120 was voted at the recont meoting 
to be applied to the relief of the two 
former; but as the entire balance in 
hand amounted to only Tis. 260.95 it 
will be seen that there cannot be much 
left for any fature contigencies. Now 
here is a clear case for the exercise of 
some systematic benevolence. Some- 
thing should be done for the sailors. 
Lhe Society which exists at ‘prosont is 
excellent as far as it goes, but it should, 
we think, be regarded only in the ight 
ofa nucleons. Lt is now not sufficient. 
ly extensive, or sufficiently rich. The 
idea of asking the incumbent of the 
Cathedral to preach a sermon in aid of 
the fands is an excellent one, and will 
no doubt be entertained and ‘acted 
upon, The other places of ‘worship 
will, we are sure, co-operate, and if all 
the collections are made on the same 
Sunday once a year there need 'be no 
apprebension that ‘the coffers of the 
Society will ever be absolutely empty. 
Private donations, and annual sub- 
scriptions on the of mercantile 
houses, especially of large shippisig and 

surance firms, may, we should think, be 
fairly relied on ; and this would give the 
Society an income on which it might 
be able to count with some degre of 
certainty. The object is an inter. 
national one, and support may theres 
fore be expected from representatives 
of all countries. Another ‘point ‘to bo 
considered is the matter of clothing. 
‘ir to conclude that when 9 man 
is shipwrecked ho loses overy stitch ho 
has excepting the things he happens to 
bave on at the time of the disdater. 
Contributions of cast-off clothing are 
therefore earnestly requested by the 
Society. It is difficult to eay what 
becomes of one’s old clothes in China. 
The inevitable “boy” probably gota 
the benefit of them in some way or 
other, the mafoo apparently coming in 
for all the hats as his especial porq 
site, and ontting @ particularly grote: 
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que figure in consequence. We hope 
that the suggestion made by Mr. 
Morris in this connection will be acted 
upon, and cast-off raiment be packed 
up and sent to swell the stock of cloth- 
ing kept at Her Majesty’s Consulate 
for the uge of shipwrecked seamen.

review, from which, for the benefit of local 
meteorologists and to exhibit the contrast

Dr. Mendenhall states that the maximum

From this it will be seen that the tempera- 
ture at Tokio in 1880 was, on the whole, 
lower than in 1879. ‘The highest tempera- 
ture reached during 1880 was 99°.5 on 21st 
August and only on one other day was as 
high a temperature as 90° recorded. ‘The 
lowest temperature for the year was 22°.3 
which was reached on 25th Decomber, and 
also on 29th December. Amongst the 
charts before mentioned are two which give 
anaccurate record of observations taken dur- 
ing a typhoon which occurred at Tokio on 
the 3rd and 4th October 1880. ‘This storm 
was by no means confined to that neigbour- 
hood in its extent, as it is known to have 
caused considerable damazo for some di 
along the coast. Dr. Mendenk 
Jt seems quite ceri 
times during the storm the

the case during some of the most violent 
blasts which wore generally of too short 
duration to show with their full effect upon 
the register mac The fact that the pen- 
dulum of the anemograph was stopped 
botween 2 o'clock and 3 o'clock by one of 
theso blasts, and that after 3 o'clock its 
motion was not interfered with, would in- 
dicate that more violent disturbances took 
place before than after that hour. A smaller 
meter of Robinson’s model was torn 
its fastenings between 2 o'clock and 
8 o'clock, and so completely demolishod 
that no record even of the work which it 
had already done could be obtained.

error. The early part of the storm was 
accompanied by an unusually heavy fall of 
rain. The violence of the wind prevented 
the reading of the rain-yauges during the 
night, but’ when emptied at 7 a.m. they 
showed a total of 4.66 inches, nearly all of 
which must have fallen during—at inost— 
two or three hours.—Under the head of 
‘Rain and Humidity’ we find the total rain- 
fall at Tokio in 1880 was 62.899 inches. The 
greatest amount in any month was 9.465 in- 
ches in June and the smallest amount in any 
month fell in December, being ouly .016 
inches. The maximum number of days in 
succession on which rain fell, was 8—from 
25th July to Ist Angust, and also from 
Sth August to 12th August, and the total 
number of days on which rain fell during 
the year was 160. ‘Traces of snow were 
recorded on 22nd and 29th February and 
2nd March. ‘The Report is supplemented 
by an interesting paper on ‘ Fires in ‘Lokio,’ 
which are frequent and destructive ; how 
much so, will be best understood from the 
following table, giving the results of the last

‘The total number of houses in Tokio ix’ 
said by the writer to be something over’ 
285,000 so that those four fires aloné 
destroyed about one eleventh part of thi 
city in about two months of what is called 
the fire-season. Elsewhere the author’ 
says :—Whatever may be the frequency 
and extent of fires in future, at the present! 
rate the whole city is burned down every 
66 years, and as this is based upon the 
experience of the last thirteen years, a 
period during which Gres were less 
than at any previous time, I think itis uot 
atall exaggerating to say that in former 
times, when fires were much: more fre- 
quent, the districts in Tokio, wliere houses 
are built very closely together, and in 
which fires are very frequent, th 
age of a house was about ye 
‘The origin of a large proportion of th 
fires is attributed to the uso’ of kerosini 
and incendiarism, However important 
factor the second may be, we can well b 
lieve that the first causos a great deal of 
mischief, The people of Japan are com- 
paratively new to Kerosing, and’ we have 
reason to kuow that they aro ofton grosaly 
careless in its use. ‘The writer concludes his 
paper with the following curious estimate 
of the number of times Tokio has been com- 
pletely burnt during the last'224 years :— 
We have the four great fires during the 
last thirteen years, the total length of 
which is 86 clo, During this period, tho' 
area of houses destroyed by’ all fires’ is 
677,067 tsubo. ‘The average total ared of” 
houses during the last 224 yours must have 
been about double the present atea or 
about 6,000,000 tsubo, and the total length 
been about double the prosont aroa or 
about 6,000,000 tsubo, and the total length 
of 93 great fires is 3,234 cho; so that wo 
may have the proportion :—86:677,067::

‘The weather has suddenly moderated, 
and on the 1st of August, a cool autumnal 
wind began to blow and the nights begin 
to foel quite cool, We have never had it 
so cool. We are not yet out of the Chinese 
hot period. ‘The intercalary seventh month 
last year may have thrown us out some- 
what. Before the July rains came wo ox- 
porienced unusually hot weather in tho 
latter half of June, the thermometer 
mountingas high as 106’—an unprecedented. 
heat. Now it rarely gets above 90° and at 
night falls down into the sixties. And 
after all we have had very little r 
nothing like our usual quantity, 
crops are looking 











Tho 
well and we are in no 
fear now for the millet and beans. Our 
hot weather usually lasts till the middle of 
August, and last year it penetrated far into 
the autumn. 

‘The Golloge profesors are enjoying thelr 


six weeks’ holidays. ‘I'wo of them have 
taken a trip to Kalyan, Mr, Holcombe 
leaves to-morrow fur Tientsin to escort 
the new American Minister, Mr. Russell 
Young, to the Capital, It is rather an 
awkwatd time to arrive when all Peking 
residents are at their summer retreats 
on the Hills, The Doctors seem to 
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stick most to the city—their services not 
being so much wanted at those healthy 
retreats, We hear that Dr. Dudgeon 
is kept closely in town, attending upon 
the President of the Board of Civil Oitice 
for some very inveterate malady which has 
bafiled the native faculty for the last ten 
or twenty years. The cure of such a case 
in such a high official should go a great 
way in breaking down tho barriers in the 
way of the adoption of foreign medicine 
in the Palace. We hear a rumour about 
somo changes contemplated in the Medical 
Department of the Colloge—the object 
being to advance western medical sciouce 
moro thoroughly. It is also contemplated, 
wo hear, starting a University Magazine 
in Chinese, to be supported by the Pro- 
fessora and students. The old Peking 
Magazine was almost such an organ and it 
was fast rising to au enviable position of 
influence when by the absence on furlough 
of its chiof supporters and contributors it 
collapsed. Even to this day, tho back 
issues of that journal are still’ called for, 
which is no sniall praise. 

‘There was a theft lately at one of the 
monasteries ocoupied by foreigners at tho 
Hills, and the Chinese settled up the busi- 
ness very summarily by clapping the priest 
in prison, Nothing is of course done to 
catch the thieves or recover the stolon 
property. ‘Thefts of this nature are of 
yearly occurrence at one temple or another. 

‘Tho Opium Memorial Committeo are 
having their hauds fall, replying to 
brothren at Shanghai, Nivgpo, and clse- 
whore. It is thought the Shanghai bre- 
thren need not have raised the technical 
objection to American Missionaries petition 
ing the British House of Commons. It 
hag been done in India; and the China 
missionaries may woll follow s0 good an 
gsample, Any squeamishmess on the sub- 
ject will lie with the American missionari 
ot with tho House of Commons ; no oue 
thore would probably ever dream of objec- 
tion to it on this ground, What is wanted 
in the unanimous exprossion of opi 
the entire missionary body, irrespective 
of their nationality. ‘The weight of the 
maomorial lies in this, not in the nationa- 
lity or denomination of the men, ‘The 
proposal to. sond it through the Anti 

pium Society was made to get out of 
this difticulty, but it is thought it would 
come home will more weight and dignity 
if addressed directly to the Commons. 
Pho idea of presenting it formally to 
the Chinese Gorernmont has been departed 
from by the Committee, because it was 
thought it would uot be courteous to the 
British Government to send a docun 
intended for thom, also to the Ch 
Government. It is hoped, however, that 
another dociment will be drawn up suit- 
ing their circumstances aud the relation 
of the missionaries to it and that it will 
be presented to the Chinese Foreign 
Office. ‘The memorial for home it is uot 
intended should be presented till next 
session of Parliament, by which time, 
it is hoped, Irish and Egyptian questions 
will have ‘beon satisfactorily settled. In 
regard to a Ningpo communication, it is 
clear that the missionaries’ duty in relation 
to the question ought not to be measured 
by the lukewarmness or otherwise of the 
Chinose Government, WhileNingpocorros- 
pondents are writing in this callous way, 
the Vermilion Pencil may be inditing a 
letter to the Queon on this very opium 
subject.

Woe have just heard a significant little 
item which shows how Chinese “internal 
improvements” frequently fail to improve, 
Last spring all the soldiers at the town of 
Chi, 180 distant from here to the 
south, ou the Luperial Canal, were seut off 
al. No one appeared to know 
where it opened or what it was for, but it 
ow turus out to have been desigued to 
drain off the wators from a perennially 
inundated district-city known as Wén An 
between here and Pao-ting Fu the provin- 
cial capital, and also to charge the course 
of the Grape River, called also the Hu- 
Vo Ho. The latter is of itself a heavy 
undertaking, as thisstream rises in northern 
Shausi, and ploughs through the La Hang

‘The course of this stream is so erratic 
and disorderly, that it has frequently borne 
the same relation to central Chilli as 
ellow River always bears to central 
China, It isa ‘sorrow,’ and brings down 
annually soveral hundred million square 
feet of sand and gravel, and after having 
burst its banks (which is not difficult, as 
it never has any ‘banks’), it meanders off 
elsewhere to do moro mischief. It is well 
known to siving all the way between Heng- 
shui Hsien in the lower part of the plain of 
Chihli, to An-p‘ing not far from Pao-ting 
Fu, adistance of say 300 Ui. ‘The difticulty of 
crossingsuch an emigrant torrent, it is need- 
less to observe, is always considerable, as all 
travellers to Shansi are well aware.” ‘This 
was the stream which was to be directed 
from the Pao-ting Fu river into the Hsia- 
hsi Ho or ‘Tzii-ya Ho which lies betwoen 
that stream, and the Imperial Canal. 
Hence all the digging. Now for the re- 
sults of this practical engineoring. By 
Chineso passengers, just from the district, 
wo learn that this reat body of water, 
suddenly swelled by the heavy and wide- 
spread rains with which July clused and 
August began, was entirely too much for 
the narrow chanuel of the Hsia-lsi river, 
which at its largest is but a ditch. ‘The 
water must Gnd a vent somewhere, aud as 















































the exit was too narrow, it did what any 
Chinese river would have unhesitatingly 
done under the citcumstances—spilled it~ 
solf over, in a miscellaneous manner, on the 
surrounding couutry. ‘The 
the Canal to the Hsia-hsi ri 
to be about 40 li from Hien-hsien, 
a district city in Ho-chien Fu. A Chi 
nese Mesopotamia, in fact—lying between 
the rivers. The consequence is sxid to 
be the inundation of a previously dry 
tract two or three hundred li in length 
and of varying width, without the least 
warning of remedy. "The poor villagers 
thus suddeply drowned out lad absolutely 
no redress, except to make a quite useless 
disturbance and to speak unfavourably of 
the Wén-an people (who are entirely iuno- 
cent) and of internal improvements in 
general, Tho reader imperfectly educated 
in Chineso affairs, will exclaim in the 
simplicity of his (or her) soul, “ Why didn’t 
they havea lock and slut ‘off the water 
when they found it was going to swamp 
nowregions?” Inexperienced person 
id have a lock (and key) and very 
likely dozens of them, and men to pull up 
or lower the slides ; but when the undesir- 
able fluid began to accumulate in any one 
place so as to throaton trouble, the con- 
tiguous residents casually remarked to the 
Jock-keoper, “ Open the gates as high as the 
sky,” and if he remonstrated, they either 
paid him a fow cash, or opened the gates 
themselves—allowing the water to “ move 
on” somewhere. This is a compendious 
description of early all Chinese reforms, 
and of a great part of Chinese routine 
goverument. ‘The onus is transferred from 
this place to that, aud then a Momorial, 
ouncing the glad tidings of great joy, 
issont up to the Emperor, It is said to have 
been a ‘Texan physician who candidly 
observed to a patient, tht though he could 
not extract the bullet from his skull, he 
could give him a pill, which would melt 
it in his head! practice should be 
patonted in China.—The Establishmont of 
Autumn is set down in the Chinese Calen- 
der for 8th August, but the cool nights 
and agreeable days have been on hand for 
a week already, owing to the rains 
mentioned.

‘his assertion or supposition of the dis- 
tinguished Chinese statesman whose letter 
has’ been brought before the public as a 
justification for the proseut policy of China 
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towards Corea, is a baseless hypothesis 
manufactured for the purpose of exciting 
enmity between China and Russia an 
Japan, and also for creating evil feeling be- 
tween’ Corea and the above mentioned 

jowers. One can hardly believe that Li 

fung-chang ever wrote such a letter con- 
taining grave gratuitous accusations against 
Russia aud Japan, as his accurate po 
cal information must have told 
that they wero unfounded ; but whether 
the letter be authentic or no, it has ca 
tainly served the purpose for which its 
publication was intended, and it is time 
that the truth of the matter should be 
made known, 

‘Now I can and do unhesitatingly declare, 
that during the last twelve years not a 
single Russian vessel or ship of war has 
ever visited a Corean port, and moreover 
that during these last twelve years the 
Russian Government has never either 
directly or indirectly had any political or 
other communication with the Corean 
Government upon any subject whatever, 
and has never during that period made 
any attempt at aggression on Corean ter- 
ritory, and much less has presented any ulti- 
matim to the Corean Government. or any 
Broposal for obtaining posession of ether 

“ort Lazareff or any other port on the Corean 
const. Any assertion therefore such as has 
appeared in the apocryphal letter of Li 

lung-chang, or in the China and Japan 
nowspapers, attributing agyressive designs 
onCorea to Russia, is absolutely false, and 1 
defy any one to bring proof of the contrary. 

regards Japan's policy towards Corea ; 
without ondorsingor disavowing theaggres- 
ive designs also laid at her door, and 
without tho clear proof that thore hias ben 
no presstire employed to coerce Corea into 
dependence on Japan, it cau at least be 
said that Japan in her relations with Corea 
has only followed in the wake of western 
nations in foreing her rolationa on Corea, 
just as America, England, Franco and 
‘othor Powers have done in opening China

haps, by endeayouring to urge Corea to 
make ample satisfaction for such an out 
rage ; and even then, only according to 
Japan’s estimate of compensation due to 
her for the insult perpetrated. 

China of course with her presumed 
suzorain rights over Corea, might, if these 
rights are distinctly clear, do something 
towards appeasing the wounded Japanese 
honour ; or if guided by unwise counsels 
might add to the flames of discord by 
backing up Corea in tho first proof that 
country has given of her appreciation of 
treaties with foreign powers by deliberately 
breaking off intercourse with Japan by 
violence and murder. China has taken 
a step towards Corea, and it remains 
to be seen with what intentions. The 
Chinese Government, as soon as the know- 
Tedyo of the Japanese trouble in Corea 
reached this place, telegraphed to His Ex- 
cellency Ma (the former plenipotentiary in 
Corea) who was at Shanghai, to proceed 
immediately to Chefoo, whither the two 

















ironclad monitors and a gunboat were des- 
patched to meet him ; and this force pro- 
ceaded to Corea a few days ago with Ma 
atits head. Rumour here says that China 
has sent this force to protect Corea, and to 
impede Japanese troops from landing there. 
Other Chinese gunboats are to follow as 
soon as they have completed their prepara- 
tions at Port Arthur, and in a week or so 
a Chinese squadron will be on the Corean 
coast facing the Japanese. 

‘The duty of Japan is clear,—viz., to 
promptly obtain reparation for the grievous 
insult she has sustained ; and tho only way 
this is to be done is evidently by force of 
arms. We hear by tologeaph that a 
Japanese expedition has already gone to 
Corea and that the Japanese moan fighting 
or obtaining satisfaction. Should China un- 
wisely commit any hostilities against Japan, 
war between the two countries will be the 
result, and should the burning animosity 
which’ exists between them break forth, it 
will doubtless embitter and prolong the 
contest to the detriment of both nations 
and to the harm of all foreign commerce. 
But that the United States’ Government 
should make a warlike demonstration in 
Corean waters at such critical moment 
is incomprehensible, except in the caso 
that there are American citizens in Corea 
to protect ; and every one kuows that this 
is not the fact. ‘Tho only apparent motive 
in the Monocacy going to Corea is to 
back up the Chines Japaneso in- 
fluence in Corea ; and should any conflict 
wit n ensue therefrom, a grievous 
responsibility will accrue to the promoters 
of this Quixotic mission of an American 
corvette to the troubled waters. 

America gets the credit of supporting 
China in the Corean Japanese difticulty, 
and naturally the conduct of Commodore 
Shufeldt as the pioneer of tho establish- 
ment of China suzerainty right over Corea 
has given rise to the opinion that a great 
Power like America, which submits to 
being made f in substantiating a 
Aubious question like Corea’s dependence 
‘on China, is also ready to serve 
ing the consequential results of such sup- 
posed dependence; were it only out of 
regard for political’ consistency. What is 
to prevent in such case the other Powers 
from giving their countenance to Japan as 
they ought to do under the violation of 
international obligations of which Japan is 
the present victim, and of which any ot!

more extended complications ? 
nothing but mistakes 
committed ab initio in this Corean affair. 
Leaving aside the personal yearning of tho 
American Commodore to open Corea by 
placing the United States as the first western 
nation admitted there, how can it be recon- 
ciled with national self-respect that certain 
great Powers appeared as suitors at the 
Corean Court for recognition as being 
under the protection and patronage o 
ese mandarin? Itis perhaps Nemesis 
on western intrusion into the extreme 
Orient that the last act of the drama of 
opening up oriental countries to calico 
and hardware should be performed in 
their personification of humble dependents 
on their cherished customers. 

‘Time will clear up the history of the 
massacre of Japanese in Corea, and also of 
who were the instigators of the crime. ° It 
will doubtless be placed on the shoulders 
of any but the right man, The news just 
received of a rebellion in Corea and tho 
attack on the King’s palace by an anti- 
foreign excited populace, will perhaps 
be brought forward to explain tho attacl 
on the Japanese that occurred before that 
ecent. In any case Japan will be perfectly 
right in exacting frown Corea full repara- 
tion for the disaster she has met with 
there, be the authors of it either in- 
digenous or exotic. ‘The Chinese profess 
their sincere sympathy with their sup- 
posed feudatory the King of Corea; and are 


























now sending orders to their fleet to protect 
the monarchy against rebels. No doubt 
it is a laudable enterprize, and other 
Powers, such as America and Kngland, are 
said to have been asked to send war-shipa 
to Corea for the same benevolent object ; 
or at least that they have been prompted 
by sympathy to interfere in Corea about 
matters which not one of them would dare 
to do in Europe, under the circumstances 
of there being no European or American 
subjects whose lives are endangered by the 
Corean native insurrection.

Blackwood was sleeping with his 
Ginyer on the trigger of his Colt’s revolver 
and was awakened in time to seo aman 
stealthily creeping towards his couch, As 
the fellow raised his sword, and before he 
could give the victim his quietus, the revol- 
ver was fired ; the sword dropped, and put 
out the lamp near the foreigner’s hoad ; 
tho Chinaman (areal Tartar measuring over 
six feet in his coffin) fled, but dropped dead 
tiventy feet from the wall of the compound. 
Then Blackwood jumped up, and sccing 
some robbers hitting at his mafoo and boy, 
who were hiding themsolves under the 
Bod-clothes, dared not fire at them for 
fear of injuring his servants ; but as other 
sivorded tagabonds were coming through 
the door he quietly potted another si 
footer, who did not retire far beyond his 
dead companion. Two shots and two 
Gead men were suficient to leave Black- 
























































wood free from this attack. At the trial 
for murder which was instituted on the 
spot, before Mr.Thos. Taylor Meadows, 
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and Messrs, Mackay and Bush (Assessors) 
the mandarin tried to prove that the 
persons who attacked the prisoner were 
officals” in the execution of their duty.

YOKOHAMA. 


Somo partioulars of the loss of the 
Kokonoye Marware to hand. ‘The vessel 
left here on the morning of the 20th July 
and proceeded all well until the afternoon

Within three minutes after the 
stranding, the engine room filled, and 
inataut moasures were adopted for the 
safety of the passengers who took to 
the boats and pulled in the direction of the 
shore, the distance from which, in the 
dense fog then prevailing, it was impossible 
to estimate, It was, however, closer than 
‘anticipated, for after pulling for a

‘was the disaster and serious its effects, that 
the passengers had barely time to save 
anything, Fortunately, it was daylight 
and all were astir and showed wonderful 
presence of mind, behaving remarkably 
well, and, taking ‘their places quietly in 
the boats, the lauding was effected with- 
out confusion and in perfect safety. ‘The 
passengers’ cabins all filled with water aud 
until next day nothing could be obtained 
from the ship, the weather being foggy, 
‘the wind increasing, and the sea rapidly 










































rising. 
In marked contrast to the behaviour of 
the passengers was the conduct of the 





crew, who are reported to have plundered 
everything they could Jay their hands on, 
and to lave beon assisted by the shore 
people whose thievish propensities were 
froely exerci This is a matter which 
must attractatteition. Fortunately there 
wore passengers on board the vessel whose 
testimony will be beyoud question ; and 
all exprossions of opinion must depend 
upon their evidence. 

‘The Takusago Mare and Wakanoura 
Mart arrived at the scene on the 24th and 
found the Kokonoye lying well over on her 
starboard side, the sea making a clean 
‘breach over her amidships, A survey was 

















made and a diver sent down who dis 
covered a hole ou the port sid 
fect by 2, just below the bridge. ‘The 
condition ‘of starboard side is not 
kuown, but it is probably as bad, if not 
worse, than the port. Pumping apparatus 
and other necessary appliances have been 
sent up, Mr. MacMillan, the company’s 
Superintendeut engineer, having taken 
charge of the operations for fuating the 
‘yeesel which it is hoped may be successful, 
though grave doubts are entertained by 
practical men. 

Usuico.mura, the village w : 
sengers and crow are located temporarily. 
in a poor little place ; but. the discomforts 
were materially mitigated by supplies of 
bedding, food, &c., procured from the 
ship ; but we believe much irritation is felt 
by the passengers at the insufliciency of 
the latter, and the neglect of the company 
to send up fresh supplies.—Japan Gazette,

After pulling for » few minutes 
we sighted land, and ofter struggling 
through the breakers, got safely on shore, 
The Kokonoye is now lying well over to 
starboard, the sea making a clean breach 
over her amidships. I have saved little 
beyond what Iatand in, ‘Tho passongers 
behaved very well, showing no disorder, 
and taking their places quietly in the 
boats. ‘There was a very thick fog on 
and a nasty sea getting up. How we got 
to land is a mystery to me now, but I 
fancy the tide helped us in, 

The sailors have behaved badly, looting 
right and left, and the jeuple have

tendent of the Mission Hospital, the follow- 
ing Memorial Minute has been drawn 
by the present Committee, and is publish 
for the benefit of Dr. Reid’s numerous 
friends throughout China. 

By the death of Dr. Arthur G. Reid, on 
16th June, the London Missionary 
at Hankow las lost one of its ol 
most valued friends, He was intimately 
associated with the missionaries of that 
Society for many years, and they d 
record their high’ appreciation of his per- 
Sonal character, and tho services he Fon- 
de to the cause of Medical Missions at 
this port. The firat Hospital was erected 
in 1866, and owed its origin and successful 
working, for several years, to the generous 
and gratuitous services of our deceased 
friend. He took a deep interest in the 
Institution from the first, and by his skilful 
‘treatment of the sick, his daily unwearying 
attendance upon out-door and in-door pa- 
ats, and great generosity in the treat- 
ment of special cases, laid the foundation 
of that wid read reputation which the 
Hospital has retained among the Chinese 
5 ood name and fame of 
Dr. Reid will live long among the na- 
tives of this part of the country, as the 
embodiment of the highest western skill, 
in association with the best elements of 
our Christian civilization. 

‘The wuselfishuess and enthusiasm with 
which the deceased carried on his benefi- 
cent labours were strikingly evinced 
devoting one day every week to dispensary 
practice in the provincial city of Wuchang. 

is involved a considerable expenditure 
of time all the year round, and exposed 
him during the excessive heat of summer 



















































aud in stormy weather to both incon- 
venience and danger while crossing the 
‘Yang-tez river. 





In 1873 the second Hospital was built. 
This was necessary owing to the insuflicient 
accommodation and unhealthy surround- 
ings in the Chinese town of the old one. 
‘The site, in the immediate vicinity of the 
foreign concession, on which the present 
Hospital stands, was prosented, at a cost 
of Taels five hundred (Tis. 500) by Dr. 
Reid ; and the plans and details the buiid- 
ings were all carried out under his direc- 
tions. 

From 1866 to 1868, and again from 1870 
to 1875 he was sole Medical Superintend- 
ent of the Mission ; and not only rendered 
all this voluntary service to the Chinese, 
but, in addition, gave his most valuable 
professional attendance to the missionaries 
and their families free of charge, Never 
did any one perform an act of ‘kindness 
with more cheerful and _unostentati 
grace, and never did physician inspire by 
is sympathy, intelligence, and skill 
more confidence in his patients than did 
Dr. Reid. 

We, therefore, deom it our privilege 
thus to record our grateful memory of the 
deceased ; and to offer to his srviving 
relatives, and especially to the widowed 
mother, our most sincere and respectful 
sympathy.

LOSS OF THE 8.8. ‘ HONGKONG.” 
‘The Hongkong Capt. Fryer, left Hongkon| 
at 7 p.m, on the bth inst. and all wont well 
uutil entering the Haitan Straits on Mon- 
‘Any the 7th iust, when the breeze increased, 
About 11.15 a.m. after passing Cap 
and Long Yets tho ship struck the bottom 
vory heavily under the bridyo on tho star- 
board side. The engines were promptly 
stopped, the carpenter sounded the wells 
and found 3 ft. 6 in. in the main hold 
and 18 in, in the after hold. A few 
minutes later he found 6 feot of water 
showing that the ship was settling down 
forward. Captain Fryer determined to 
Jand the passengers, about 132 in num- 
island nearest the scone 
of the disaster. He sent the 2nd officer 
and tho Chinese pilot to procure junks, to 
land the passengers and their effects. ‘Tho 
boats wero alao lowered und loaded with 
passengers, tho chief officer taking charge 
of one, the chief engineer of another, and a 
German sailor, who was a passenger by 
the Hongkong, of the third boat, while 
Ca:-tain Fryer superintended, aud saw that 
there was uo overcrowding, Perfect order 












































prevailed and most of tho passengers wero 
safely Innded on Long Yet Island. ‘the 
Agamemnon had for some time beon in 


sight, and Captain Fryer hoisted signals 
of distress aud fired three yuus. ‘The 
Agamemnon was a long way off, but she 
soon made for the Hongkong, and after 
anchoring, sout two boats, one of which 
took the remainder of the Hongkong’s 
passengers, firemen, ete. on board. ‘The 
Litai, which was near at hand, also 
aout a buat. At 3 p.m, a strong’ breeze 
but Captain Wilding at Cap- 
tain Fryer’s request, promised to stand by. 
the wreck, ‘Towards dusk, Captain Feyer 
went on board the Agamemnon and con- 
sulted with Captain Wilding as to what 
had best be done. It was arranged 
that the Agamemuon should anchor near 
the wreck all nizht, aud receive the pas- 
songers who had been landed on the 

















islands, Early on Tuesday morning, 
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native boats in great numbers surrounded 
the wreck, pillaged every thing they cvuld 
lay hands on and finally set fire to the 
vessel, but the rising tide, however, very 
soon extinguished the flames as the’ water 
was three feet over the main deck. Captain 
Fryer resolved to go on board the wreck 
with the first officer and a boat's erew to 
atop by it. In returning from the island 
on which the passengers had been landed, 
the boats lad the wind and tide against 
themand they were five hourson thepassage. 
At 8 p.m. a large number of wreckers were 
on board, yelling, and destroying every- 
thing, and when the chief officar returned, 
he found all the foreigners and crow had 
left her, s0 he accordingly made for the 
Agamemnon, but Captain Fryer had not 
arrived there, and great anxiety was 
felt for his safety as it was blowing fresh 
at tho time. At about 10 pm. Captain 
Fryer arrived on board the Agamemnon, 
It appenred the Captain, his second officer 
and boat’s crew had gone alongside the 
wreck, but they had teen compelled to 
loave ‘it by the wreckers, who took the 
Captain’s ‘rifle and drove him and his 
oficers over the side. 

Captain Fryer and the chief officer went 
on boord on “Tuesday morning and found 
the vessel very much strained. Theafterand 
main decks and cabins were all burued out, 
only the iron feames being left standing, 
while hundreds of natives wero still on 
board plundering. Onptain Fryer the chief 
officer and compradoro then’ went to the 
Island and made arrangements with the 
junks to tako off tho passengers aud put 
Une on board the Agamennon, ‘The cap 
thon returued to the wreck and about half 
past twelve o'clock, the Chinso attacked li 
and took a gold ring off his finger whi 
other man stood ov: with a knife. 
Everybody but the Chinese pilot went on 
board the Agamemnon, and hw left the 
wrock ina junk, At this timo, the wind 
was blowing hard and a heavy s i 
the waves breaking high up over 
and funnel of the wreck. ‘The yl 
29.70 at 4 p.m, ‘Tho passenger 
hind beon robbed while on the island, 

Weduerday, the 9th instant, commenced 
with strong’ gale; at G a.m, the steam- 
ship Namoa hove in sight. Capt. Wilding 
signalled her aud she took off Captain Fryer 
and his second officer and conveyed them to 
Foochow. The Namoa passed close to the 
wreck and reported the Hongkong w total loss. 
In tho afternoon, it was blowing a hard 
gale from N.N.H, with rain squalls. At 
5.30 p.m. the Agamemnon hove up anclur 

nd shifted her berth more up under Sand 
Toland for better shelter and anchored 
again, aud let go both anchors with seventy 
to cighty fathoms of chain on each. The 
sea continued very rough, still washing 
ever the wreck. About 6 p.m’ the Hong- 
kong’s foremust went by the board and the 
wreck appexred to break in two. Iu twen 
minutes more, the funnel and maininast 
wont over board and nothing more was 
seen of the wreck, not even the broken 
water over the spot where the wreck was 
nat seen, It appears the Hongkong struck 
on a rock not marked on the Chart which 
was used by the Captain. 

At‘G.30 am, on Saturday last, the 
Agamemnon, after laying to for four days, 
proceeded on the voyage and arrived here 
yestorday afternoon.
